CALLS OX O'REAR TO TELL ALL

Wlckllffe, Ky., Oct. 7. The third
real sensation of the campaign be-

tween former Senator James B. Mc-

Creary and Judge O'Rear for the
Governorship of Kentucky, was
sprung here to-d- by Senator Mc-

Creary when he charged his Repub-

lican opponent with having partici-

pated in a meeting at the Gait

House In Louisville In January,
1900, with W. S. Taylor and others,
and claimed that Judge O'Rear
made a speech In that meeting In

which he advocated the use of arm-

ed men and violence to keep Taylor
In office.

Senator McCreary said that he
" lind been trying to secure this evi-

dence for the past month, but that
It was not until Friday, In Louis-

ville, that he secured the word of a
man who was In that conference
and who heard all that was said by
Taylor, Judge O'Rear and others,
with reference to the course to be
pursued by Taylor and his asso-

ciates, to retain the offices to which
they claimed to have been elected.

Not only did Senator McCreary
charge Judge O'Rear with having
made a speech In that conference in
which he advocated violence, but ho
called on him to tell the people of
Kentucky

and dared hlra to tell what he
liad said In that speech of eleven
years ago.

He said It was shortly after this
advice had been given to Taylor by
Iudge O'Rear that the regiment of

turned soldiers from the mountains
of Kentucky marched on Frankfort
and remained there until after the
assassination of Gov-ele- ct William
Goobel.

Senator McCreary said the con-

duct of his Republican opponent In'

that memorable meeting was of
such a nature that he did not care
to comment on It to any great
length, unless It should bo denied,
when he would be ready to furnish
the names of two prominent men of
Kentucky who were In the confer-
ence, to prove his assertion. Ho
said, however, that he believed tho
people of Kentucky would give the
matter much thought between now
and the November election and
would show by their votes that they
did not countenance such action on
the part of a man seeking the high-
est office within tho gift of the peo-

ple of the State.

Tho
last steamer has left White Horso
for Dawson, and theupper Yukon
river will be closed to navigation
within a week.

Travel to and from Fairbanks
and the Itadarod will be by dog and
horse conveyance and by foot until
the ice breaks next spring. The
malls will be carried on horseback
and In buckboard wagons until
snow renders the winter trail pas-

sable.

WISCONSIN TOWN IS
SWEPT AWAY BY FLOOD

La Crosse, Wis., Oct. C. Thirty
business houses of the prosperous
Black River Falls have been de-
stroyed so far by a flood this after-
noon, when tho water of Black
river swept around the La Crosse
Water Power Company's dam at
Hatfield.

The rapid rise from tho week's
rains did not burst the dam, but cut
away tho embankments at the side,
pouring flood In as great a volume
as If the dam had broken.

It Is feared that at least two of
the city's 2,000 population are dead,
while perhaps there Is loss of life
In the surrounding country. It Is
feared that tho main concrete dam
will no out.

nY A MAN SENTENCED

Bognevllle, Ind., October 7. For
tho murder of OHIe Carroll, Wil-

liam Davis, aged 49, must spend 21
years In the State penitentiary. The

As soon as the sentence was
passed, Davis voiced his opinion of
the Jurors, saying they were a
bunch of cowards, and that he
should have been liberated or sen
tenced to death.

TO EMPLOY AEROPLANES

FOP, THE MAIL SERVICE

Also Parcels Post Provided for

in Annual Post-Offic- e

Estimates.

Washington, Oct. C. Provision
for the establishment of a parcels
post and tho transportation of mall
by aeroplane has been made by
Postmaster General Hitchcock In

his annual estimates of Post-offic- e

Department expenditures submitted
to the Treasurer Department.

According to Mr. Hitchcock's es-

timates the appropriations necessa-
ry to meet the expenses of the pos-

tal service at large during the com-

ing fiscal year will be $200,938,463,
a decrease of $2,583,740 over the
appropriations for the current fiscal
year, or less than 1 per cent. the
smallest pn record.

The most Important of the new
Items In the estimates are those pro
viding for a parcels post. They In-

clude $50,000 to cover tho prelimin
ary expenses on rural mall routes,
and an equal appropriation to start
the servlcse In the cities. Tho de
partment believes that after the Ini-

tial expenses of establishment are
defrayed and the parcels post Is In
full operation on the rural routes.
It will not only bring n sufficient rev-

enue to meet It cost, but also a sur-

plus that can be utilized In paying
the parcels post expenses In the city
delivery service. An additional
Item of $50,000 Is Included to cover
nn Investigation having for Its ob
ject the final establishment of a
general parcels post on all railway
ond steamboat transportation
routes.

Thus Mr. Hitchcock will submit
the parcels post question squarely
to Congress, for the Postal Commit
tees of the House and Senate will
have to pass directly on each Item.
He Is confident that legislation

parcels post In some
form will be secured at tho coming
session of Congress;

Another Item Included for tho
first time Is $50,000 to cover experi-
ments In the transportation of mall
by aeroplane. Mr. Hitchcock be-

lieves that under certain conditions
It will bo possible In the near future
to utilize the aeroplane to good ad-

vantages In the mall service.

Rowland recovered,
howevor, and was able to nppear In
court Wednesday nnd testify against
his would-b- e assassin.

DISTANCE RACING RENEWED

A poor man's horse won the Ken-

tucky Endurance Stakes, the richest
race run In America this year, at
Churchill Downs, Louisville, Satur-
day. The name of the horse Is Mes-

senger Boy, and while he was en-

tered In a woman's name, he be-

longs to Eugene Lutz, of Cincinnati.
After this splendid had
galloped down to the wire, In front
of Nadzu, a rich man's horse, a
short, stockily-bul- lt man made his
way toward the Judges' stand. Ho
wore a black sweater, a golf cap,
and In appearance was anything but
an Ideal owner of the winner of the
richest stake run In America this
year. He patted his horse, Messen-
ger Boy, the winner, on the head
when he returned to the stand, and
then went up before the Judges and
the Jury to recelvo that which was
his.

The chairman or the Kentucky
State Racing Commission present-

ed him with a gold cup made by
Tiffany, in Ney York, n trophy
which cost $1,000, and then Judge
Price reminded Mr. Lutz that the
money value to the winner was $4,-O.'- O,

the total value to tho second
horse SS30, and that to tho third
horse $210. Judge Price made a
nice little talk. In which he stated
that as this was the first running
of the Endurance Stakes, he said It
gave him great pleasure to congrat-
ulate the winner In what he hoped
to be nn event that would be a fix-

ture at the local track.
Saturday's event was probably

one of tho best four-mil- e races that
was ever run. It was not only a
close contest between Nadsu and
Messenger Boy for considerably
more than three miles, but In win-

ning the race, Messenger Bov broke
the American record for the dis-

tance nnd shattered Ten Broeck's
famous time mnde at Churchill
Downs more than thirty years ago
by nearly two seconds.
